The  Model  Church.

We  must  go  back  to  tbe  Bible,  j 
not  t»nly  for  the  model  preacher 
and  the  model  Christian,  but  also 
for  tbe  model  church.  What  were 
tho  characteristics  of  the  first 
Christian  church  that  was  founded 
in  Jerusalem  under  the  immediate 
supervision  and  guidance  of  the 
Holy  Spirit?  We  find  them  all  de- 
scribed within  the  spac£  of  half  a 
dozen  verse*.  Here  they  are  : 

lj  The  first  characteristic  was 
that  the  charch  was  based  on  sound 
doctrine.  We  a fe  told  that  they 
continued  steadfastly  in  tbe  “Apos- 
tles* teaching”  (Revised  Version); 
that  is,  in  tho  fundamental  truths 
which  Peter  and  John  had  taught, 
thefn.  1 The  gospel  was  * fresh  rev- 
elation from  heaven,  and  its  twt* 
cardinal  principles  Were  repentance 
towards  God  and  faith  ip  the  Lord 
Jestas  Christ.  Those  early  converts 
wefe  welt  rooted  and  grounded  in 
vit^l  truth  ; and  no  young  convert 
ought  to  be  admittod  into  any 
chfrch  unless  he  can  “give  a rea- 
son ol  the  hope  that  i*  in  him.”

Murray  Escapes  Severe  Punish, 
ment — Leaves  New  Jersey. 

The  sentencing  yesterday  at 
May’s  Landing,  N.  J.,  of  Stephen 
Murray,  of  Atlantic  City,  for  scalp- 
ing railroad  tickets,  is  another  in- 
stance of  the  inexorablenes  of  Jer- 
sey justice,  and  the  futility  of  hop- 
ing to  tamper  with  railroad  tick- 
ets with  impunity.

There  are  about  28,000  Choro- 
kees,  that  ia,  people  who  are  citi- 
zens of  the  Cherokee  nation;  bo- 
tween  6,000  and  7,000  “intruders,” 
people  having  no  right  in  or' to  the 
land.  Of  citizens  there  aresaid'tc* 
be  about  22,000'  that  are  of  Indian 
blood.  Nearly  2,000  are  Indians 
by  adoption,  and  there  are  some 
8,000  negroes,  and  the  balance  is- 
composed  of  Shawnee  and  Dela- 
ware Indians,  and  this,  vou  will 
observe,  makes  us  a ver^  mixed 
population.  The'  full-blood  In- 
dians generally  live  in  the  hill 
country.  Of  this  number  I should 
judge  1 there  were  not  orer  5,000 
who  use  the  Cherokee  as  their 
daily  language.  Tho  Cherokee 
full  bloods  are  in  belter  condition 
every  way  than  the  blood  Indians 
of  other!  tribes.
